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City lucks out of possible bad situation

A view of the effects of Murphy’s Law, 
and how damage can be repaired by hard 
work and good luck are the lessons of a 
pending City of East Jordan transaction. 
The story began when a city-owned house 


the buyers were nearly lost. 

The city obtained the house, at301 Bridge 
St., fr e state in 1994 because owners 
Frank and Karbara Barror did not pay out- 
standing property taxes. After several 
months of discussions and inspections, the 
city commission decided at the beginning 
of August to list it with Charlevoix Proper-

& An East Jordan welcome 


“I feel very needed,” said new city administrator Carolyn Sutter, at a special 
Business After Hours in her honor. “We want to make sure we can find you,” 
East Jordan mayor Russ Peck joked about the over-sized door plaque with 
Sutter’s name,. during a short presentation.

Although the house is in poor condition, 
the city received a contract from Todd and 
Jeanine Blatt, who planned torelocate from 
downstate and renovate the property. The 
Blatts offered the full sale price of $28,500 
cash to the city. 

The offer was reviewed and readily ac- 
cepted by the city commission at the Aug. 
15 meeting. 

Suddenly, it seemed everything that 
could go wrong did go wrong. The commis- 
sion learned Sept. 5 that the property was 
not actually the city’s to sell. Gary Strange 
of Charlevoix Properties reported the title 
search revealed two encumbrances on the 
property — an old mortgage through a Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio bank, and a recorded deed 
owned by Frank and Barbara Barror. 

Strange said he felt the mortgage could 
be easily discharged, but the interest of the 
Barrors may be more difficult to remove. 

“There are two options,” said Strange. 
“Entice them into signing over the deed to 


the city, or go through the courts to obtain ~ 


a quiet deed.” 

Unfortunately, said Strange, the quiet 
deed process could take up to six months 
and the purchasers were not prepared to 
wait. 


Additionally, the-deed-holders-were-not-. 


expected to cooperate. Frank Barror was 
known to be living in Cadillac, but the 
whereabouts of Barbara were unknown at 
the time of the commission meeting. In any 
case, the loss of the property through tax 
reversion could not be expected to motivate 
cooperation from the couple, who were 
also reportedly in the process of a divorce. 

Although the city hoped to get the couple 
to sign off for free, the sale was crucial 
enough to offer money. The commission 
agreed to offer the Barrors an undisclosed 
amount to get the signatures. 

“But we need to make it clear this sum is 
the only offer,” said commissioner Ruth 
Gee. ‘‘We don’t want them holding out to 
try to get more.” 


Taking a serious risk 

Although the city could probably eventu- 
ally get clear title to the property through 
the quiet title court action, the situation 
definitely jeopardized the very favorable 
cash offer by the Blatts. 

And the title wasn’t the only issue of 
concern to the commission and the buyers. 
The Blatts requested the city insure the title 
in lieu of a typical title insurance, which, 
because of the encumbered deed, was un- 
obtainable. 

City administrator Carolyn Sutter ad-

vised the commission to do just that — 
insure the title with city funds in order to 
keep the buyers. 

“This is a very unusual cash buyer, with 
no contingencies,” Sutter reasoned. “They 
will remove a public nuisance, and become 
new taxpayers. If this buyer goes away, it 
would take an incredible set of duplicated 
circumstances to recuperate.” 

She noted that without a buyer, the prop- 
erty would continue to deteriorate, as well 
as take up her own time and that of other 
city employees. Her suggestion was to in- 
sure the title for the $58,000 price requested 
and immediately take measures to gain 
quiet title. She called the guarantee a“small 
risk.” 

According to city attorney Scott Beatty, 
the risk, as the city proceeded through quiet 
title, was that the Barrors contest the tax- 
reversion. If the court discovered an admin- 
istrative error by the state, the tax-reversion 
could be disallowed and the property re- 
main in the hands of the Barrors. 

If that worse-case scenario occurred, the 
Blatts would have to surrender the property 
— property they expect to spend $20,000 
improving — to the Barrors. As title insurer, 
the city would have to choke up $30,000, 


- plus the original sales. price to compensate 


the Blatts. 

Beatty completely disagreed with Sutter’s 
view about the level of risk in the situation. 
Although he admitted that “in my experi- 
ence, most cases are not successful in chal- 
lenging (the quiet title )” he felt the risk was 
still very serious. 

“I can’t in good faith recommend that,” 
said Beatty. “What the commission’s being 
asked is to insure for $30,000 that they 
don’t have.” 

Commissioners Gee and Mike Dionne 
questioned the amount the Blatts wanted 
guaranteed. Century 21 realtor Gary Rob- 
erts, representing the buyers, explained they 
wanted a cushion if they lost possession of 
the property. 

“They anticipate spending $20,000 in 
repairs,” said Roberts. He noted they would 
also be set back by moving costs, and pur- 
chasing another home if they could not 
obtain the title and had to vacate. 

“The thought is the buyers take a hit if 
they can’t get title,” he added. “It’s not that 
they’re trying to make $30,000.” 

“They intend to begin renovations imme- 
diately,” explained Sutter. “They want their 
expenses covered if they lose the house.” 

Beatty agreed the amount was reason- 
able compensation for the situation.

The tournament was successful but the fish didn’ t coop- 
erate! 

The second annual Lake Charlevoix Walleye Tourna- 
ment, held Aug. 26 and 27 in East Jordan, produced mixed 
results. Participation this year was up slightly over last 
year’s inaugural event with 26 entries, and the teams hada 
great time fishing — it was just the catching part that didn’t 
work well, 

The week before the tournament, East Jordan and the 
Lake Charlevoix watershed received 5 to 6-plus inches of 
rain in as many hours. Such a massive amount of rain 
naturally has a huge effect on the environment of the fish. 

The water in the south arm of the lake was still very dirty, 
while the water of the main basin of Lake Charlevoix 
cleared in time for the tournament. This had the effect of 
driving the walleye as deep as 65 feet in some places. 

Saturday morning of the tournament, weather was ideal 
for walleye anglers, with cloud cover and west to southwest 
winds putting a slight chop on the water. 


The tournament started without a hitch, and anglers were 


sent up the lake two boats at atime beginning around 7a.m., 
Saturday morning. 

Fish came on early with most of the teams reporting they 
caught their fish before 10 a.m. For the majority of the 
teams, the remainder of the day was spent catching no fish, 
or the wrong kind of fish. The fish came either on jigs or 
crawler harness moved slowly along the bottom in 15 to 25 
feet of water. 

My partner George LaChappelle and I weighed in first, 
settling on a weight of just 4.67 pounds of fish. Our lead 
was short-lived however, as Russ Wiser of Boyne City and 
Nick Aytes of Harbor Springs edged us with two fish for a 
total of 4.75 pounds. 

Bumping them down was the team of Dave Muffly,

Vertical presentations, such as bouncing 
jigging spoons, or ball head jigs tipped with 
a piece of a night crawler, proved to be 
winners for the team of Brian Warner of 
Charlevoix and Gaery Warner of Ellsworth. 
They toughed out in 45 to 62 feet of water, 
and battled the wind and heavy waves of 
Lake Charlevoix to catch four fish weigh- 
ing 6.94 pounds.

They attributed their success to changing 
patterns at mid-morning on Sunday, and 
going out on the main lake to catch bottom 
hugging fish with ball head jigs and a piece 
of crawler.

The city found itself in this unfortunate position possibly 
because of a paperwork glitch. Beatty said that to make a 
tax-reversion completely sound, the state must perform 
every detail in the process absolutely correctly. 

“There may be good intent by the state, but if they didn’t 
dot every ‘i’ and cross every ‘t’ the action won’t hold up in 
court,” said Beatty.
